The short circuit was made in 
controller of the car. The car had .just 
ratiled across the Grand avenue 
tracks and the motorman was manipu- 
lating the brake lever for the 
the west side of the street, 
hissing sound was heard. li came from 
the inside of the controiler box. 

The motorman knew that the noise 
meant a short circuit of the wires which 
are colled inside the box. This results 
from the wearing off of the insulation 





which covers the wires and permitting 
two of them to touch or one to come in 
contact with the steel side of the con- 
troller box. 

Cut Off the Current. 
motorman threw the brake 
came to a sudden 
Stop, he shouted to the conductor. In a 
few seconds the trolley had been jerked 
from the wire and tied down. 

But, though the current had been shut 
Of, the fire inside the controller box 
nad now a good headway. All the insu- 
lation of the wires was burning and the 
fire had spread to the wood of the front 
vestibule. 

As the smoke poured into the body of 
the car there was confusion among the 
passengers, the majority of whom were 
women. They rushed for the rear plat- 
form and all succeeded in alighting 
from the car without ‘njury. 

Meanwhile the conductor. and sev- 
eral men had rushed to the front plat- 
form to help the motorman put out 
the fire. But having nothing to fight 
the fire with, thev agreed that the 
only thing to he done was to run the 
car to the engine house, 

Accordingly. the conductor ran back 
to the car behind, whieh was in sight 
at this time, and jumping on the front 
platform explained matters hastily to 
the motorman. This motorman put on 
full speed, The rear car bumped inta 
the burning one and started on its 
ruce te the eneine house, 

As there fs a very steep grade 
avenue west it would have 
have let the burning 
coasting down the hill. For 
its motorman staid on the rear 
and operated the brake from 
end. In this way the car was 
kept under control. And on the other 
of Vandeventer, where the grade 
the car bebind had to push and 
was applied.

BIG SHORTAGE A MYSTERY 





If $61,500 Can Leak So Easily, 
Committeeman Says, System 
Must Be Changed. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The House 
Committee on Claims has started out 
to make a complete investigation of the 
St. Louis Subtreasury. 
The members,of the committee insist 
that this investigation must be made 


before they. will consent to consider 
Representative Bartholdt’s bill provid- 
ing for the relmbursement of T. 
Akins, assistatn treasurer, to 
amount ot $61,500. 

Chairman Miller of this committee to- 
dayl wrote a letter to Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw, requesting that he fur- 
nish the committee a copy of the re- 
port of Gideon C. Bautz, Deputy United 
States Treasurer, who made an inves- 
tigation of the United States Subtreas- 
ury atter the shortage was discovered. 

The letter also requests that the Sec- 
retary furnish a copy of the report or 
the result of the investigation made by 
Chief Wilkie of the secret service. 

Chairman Miller also sent a letter to 
| the Department of Justice, requesting 
a transcript of the evidence taken in 
the trial of young Dver. He will also 
send for the bonds of both Akins and 
Dyer. 

One of the members of the commit- 
tee said this afternoon: 

“We must have an investigation be- 
fore we can consider this bill. If the 
investigation shows that Akins was jin 
no way to blame for the shortage, we 
may report the bill. But we want to 
know something about the management 
of ae big institution.

At present the Governor appoints 
four members of the Police Board, the 
Mayor being the fifth member, and the 
Municipal Assembly is compelled, under 
pain of imprisonment, to vote whatever 
sum the board may demand “for the 
support of the force.

The only convincing demonstration of the oppo- 
sition of the present State Legislature to the in- 
fluence of the lobby, is honest the 
interest of the people, against the interests of cor- 


legislation in 
porations and trusts, whose agents are flocking to 
Jefferson City. If the Legislature defeats all rail- 
road rate legislation, which would relieve the public 
from the oppressive burden of over-charges; if it de- 
feats Gov. Folk’s recommendations of amendments 
Birengthening the anti-trust laws, especially on the 
criminal side; if it declines to give the people of 
the municipalities the power to obtain relief from 
the unrestrained greed and insolence of public serv- 
ice monopolies; if it stands fer monopoly mergers, 
the tyrannies and abuses of lrolding companies and 
of foreign corporations, the people: will know that 
the opposition to the lobby is a sham and that the 
lobby dominates the Legislature. 

Honest legislation—the defense of popular inter- 
ests against special interests—is the only convincing 
evidence that a Legislature is not dominated by 
lobby influences.
